Equalization Board Chairman

Bennett, through the office of

Belli, argued the deposition was 
arbitrarily switched from a pre 
viously agreed-on date to one 
which was not acceptable 
Superior Court documents 
show Norman A Jacobs, attor­ 
ney for Sausalito, set the depos 
it ion Aug. 29 and 30. then tele­ 
phoned William 0 Weissieh, at 
that time listed as Bennett s 
attorney, and told hun.

Program Revived Sextuplet

SACRAMENTO - The Cali­ 
fornia Air Resources Board 
yesterday revived a controver- 
sial program requiring installa­ 
tion of $35 smog devices on 19H6 
to 1970 model cars in the state 
Although the action must still 
be confirmed at a public hear­ 
ing Oct. 30, the board indicated 
it will uphold yesterday’s vote 
to revive the controversial pro­ 
gram which was shelved last 
June amid complaints sonic of 
the devices will damage en­ 
gines. 
Under a schedule of compli­ 
ance established by the board, 
cars with license plates whose 
last number is I must have the 
devices installed by the end of 
January. All cars having a last 
digit of two must have the 
devices installed by the end of 
February, and so on through 
October. 1974, when cars with

with letters only 
In addition, beginning Oct I 
this year the affected vehicles 
will be required to have one of 
six approved devices installed 
if they are sold or first regis 
tered in the San Francisco.

White House Again Says 
Agnew Is Not Pressured 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
White House denied again today 
that anyone in authority was 
pressuring Vice President Spiro 
T Agnew to resign because he 
is under federal investigation in 
connection with alleged politi­ 
cal corruption in his home state 
of Maryland 


Deputy Press Secretary Ger­ 
ald L. Warren also dismissed a 
Washington Post report quoting 
an unidentified Eastern Repub 
bean as saying he had been told 


by a top White House official 
that Agnew’s resignation was 
expected within the “ next few 
weeks ’ and would give Presi­ 
dent Nixon “ an opportunity to 


set a whole new tone to the 
administration 
That statement, Warren said 
“ absolutely does not refleet the 
thinking of the President.” 
Asked directly if Nixon wants 
\gnew to quit, Warren said 
“ We will have no comment on 
this entire matter until the at 
tomes general completes his 
work Any comment would be 
improper and unfair " 
\gnew 
who repeatedly has 
denied any wrongdoing, is un­ 
der investigation for possible 
violation of bribery, tax fraud, 
extortion and conspiracy laws

U.S. To Continue 
Aid To Pakistan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon and Prime Minister 
Zulfikar AH Bhutto reviewed 
plans for future long term U. S. 
assistance to Pakistan during a 
visit to Washington this week 
by Bhutto, a joint statement 
said today. No details were 
given. 
During two days of talks, the 
statement said, Nixon assured 
Bhutto of “strong U. S. support 
for Pakistan’s independence 
and territorial integrity” which 
he considered a guiding princi­ 
ple of American foreign policy. 
The White House made clear 
yesterday that U. S. policy 
against supplying additional 
new war weapons to South 


Asian countries, including Paki­ 
stan, remains unchanged. 
Bhutto headed to New York 
this morning to address the 
United Nations General Assem­ 
bly later in the day. 
U. S. officials indicated that 
Bhutto apparently failed to re­ 
ceive from Nixon during their 
meetings Tuesday and yester­ 
day assurances of renewal of 
modern arm s shipments to 
Pakistan which the prime min­ 
ister had sought. 
The joint statem ent said: 
“ The two leaders discussed 
Pakistan’s long-term assistance 
needs. They reviewed the sub­ 
stantial assistance which the 
United States has extended to 
Pakistan." 


House Is Ready To

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
chairman of the House Educa­ 
tion and Labor Committee said 
today he is ready to start work 
“as soon as possible” on a new 
bill to increase the present $1.60 
minimum wage.

Turns Quiet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A fter 
losing his bid for immunity, 
form er 
White 
House 
aide 
Charles W. Colson turned silent 
before the Senate Watergate 
committee yesterday. 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr., 
D-N.C., told reporters after the 
2-Vi hour closed session that 
because of Colson’s refusal to 
talk about the bugging scandal 
he had been eliminated as a 
witness when the committee 
resumes public hearings next 
Monday. 
Colson declined to answer 
any questions about Watergate 
after his request for a grant of 
immunity from prosecution in 
exchange for his cooperation 
was unanimously rejected. 
“The committee would have 
liked to have his testimony,” 
Ervin told reporters. “ ...But he 
clearly is entitled under the 
Constitution to plead the Fifth 
Amendment.” 
Colson, who formerly served 
as a special counsel to Presi­ 
dent Nixon, had been promi­ 
nently mentioned in earlier tes­ 
timony before the committee in 
connection with Watergate and 
other political “dirty tricks." 
Ervin said Colson stressed he 
was “innocent of any wrong­ 
doing” and that he hoped forth­ 
coming grand jury action would 
"make possible" a voluntary 
committee appearance later. 
Colson had earlier expressed 
eagerness to testify at the hear­ 
ings. But last week his law 
partner, David I. Shapiro, ad­ 
vised the committee Colson is 
now a “target witness” of a 
grand jury and would prefer 
not to appear. 
A committee source said the 
panel first turned down Col­ 
son’s request to postpone his 
appearance, then denied him a 
promise of immunity after a 
lengthy discussion. He said the 
committee asked Colson "six or 
seven questions" and adjourned 
when he pleaded the Fifth 
Amendment. 


Slush Fund For Ford 


Executives Charged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he 
Ford Motor Co. has made over­ 
payments in its insurance 
premiums and placed the mon­ 
ey into tax free accounts in 
Bermuda for use by Ford exec­ 
utives, a Senate subcommittee 
has been told. 
Philip M Wilson, 36. once a 
kingpin in a worldwide insur­ 
ance and securities fraud, told 
the perm anent investigations 
subcommittee yesterday that 
Ford overpaid a Boston broker­ 
age firm for insurance and that 
the excess was funneled into 
the Trans Global Insurance Co., 
Ltd., a Ford-owned company in 
Hamilton. Bermuda. 
"It’s my understanding that 
the money is made available to 
Ford executives when they 
come to Bermuda,” Wilson tes­ 
tified. 
The Ford Motor Co. said in 
Detroit: 
“There is no truth 
whatever to any suggestions 
that Ford did or could overpay 
its premiums or set up funds 
for executive personal use. Any 
such charges are absurd and 
ridiculous.” It said Trans-Glob- 
al later became Transcon In­ 
surance Ltd., a wholly-owned

premiums to the firm "were 
and are at competitive market 
rates."

control by 11:31 p m. 


The investigation was begun 
after a neighbor, William A. 
McClure, 304 Riviera Circle, 
com plained of the f ire m e n ’s 
conduct. One of his criticisms 
was that officials did not enter 
the burning home directly on 
arrival. However, testimony by 
other neighbors indicated im­ 
mediate entry was made 
Investigator'- took testimony 
from ll persons and checked 
fire department records. 
In­ 
cluded in the report is a letter 
from Mrs. Dapprich s husband. 


Donald, who safely fled the fire 
in which he states he had no 
criticism of fire officials’ re­ 
sponse and that he “ strongly 
protested” the investigation.

Pool Hall Blast Kills 
Three In Paso Robles 


PASO ROBLES. Calif. (UPI) 
—Three persons were killed 
and five others were injured 
yesterday when a mysterious 
explosion ripped apart a pool 
hall in the downtown area. 
Authorities said Harold 
Zemes, 53. Florence Chaides, 
63. both of Paso Robles, and 
Mullis Baxter. 77, of Atascad­ 
ero were killed when the blast 


ripped the small structure, 
causing the roof to collapse on 
the victims. 
Fire department officials 
were investigating the cause of 
the blast, and investigators be­ 
lieved gas leaking under the 
floor of the one-story structure 
could have ignited. 
Police said five persons were 
injured, four of whom have

But Reagan insisted, “ I ha­ 
ven’t twisted any arm s.” 


Democrats have charged that 
Reagan is threatening political 
reprisals against any Republi­ 
cans who oppose Nov. 6 ballot 
measure. 


“ I have never made a politi­ 
cal threat of any kind to any­ 
one,” Reagan told a news con­ 
ference. 


Asked whether he thought it 
would be uncomfortable for a 
Republican running for gover­ 
nor to oppose his plan, Reagan 
answered: 


"I think he’d be a little politi­ 
cally unwise in that the party 
has officially endorsed it ... I 
think he'd be running counter to 
what is the philosophy of the 
party.” 


The Republican State Central 
Committee at its fall convention 
Sept. 9 endorsed the governor’s 
program. 


Controller Houston I. Flour­ 
noy is the latest Republican 
gubernatorial candidate to en­ 
dorse Reagan's program, an­ 
nouncing his support for it last 
Friday. Previously, LL Gov. Ed 
Reinecke and Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger endorsed it. 
Another contender, form er 
Lt. Gov. Robert H. Finch, says 
he has “ senous reservations” 
about the initiative. 
Reagan said the proposition 
campaign “is a contest between 
the taxpayers and the tax 
spenders.”

Any Project Presents A Challenge

"I don’t know which is harder 
— to have an unlimited budget 
for a design project, or a very 
limited budget,” said Justine 
Hoffman, of Sausalito, an inte­ 
rior designer and color consul­ 
tant. 
When expense is no object, 
each detaU must be perfect, but 
the low budget project requires 
a lot of imagination, she ex­ 
plained. 


Mrs. Hoffman is concentrat­ 
ing 
on 
large 
com m ercial 
projects. For several condomi­ 
nium projects in San Francisco 
and the Peninsula the Sausalito 
woman attends architectural 
meetings and considers the in­ 
terior use of the structure. She 
plans the lighting, selects car­ 
pets, draperies, appliance col­ 
ors and w allpapers for the 
dwellings. For recreational 
buildings she chooses all the 
furnishings including paintings 
and accessories. 


For a restaurant chain she 
created a new line of stoneware 
which Heath Ceramics, Inc., of 
Sausalito, handcrafted accord­ 
ing to her design. The local 
ceramics firm liked the design 
so well that it will be added to 
its line under the name “ Vin­ 
tage.” She also designed heavy 
rugged country-style chairs and 
furnishings for the restaurant. 
The first of the chain will soon 
open in Orinda. 


THE DESIGNER has done 
some residential work in Marin. 
“Now, although I enjoy doing 
homes, my time is so limited I 
can only work for those who 
will wait for me. We have lived 
in Sausalito for ll years, and 
this is our third home. I don’t 
even have time to spend on my 
own decorating anymore,” she 
said. 


Among her interesting assign­ 
ments have been designing the 
interior for entertainer Anthony 
Newley's home at Lake Tahoe 
and using a lavish hand for the 
dignitary suites at Harrah s Ho­ 
tel at Tahoe, 


Mrs. Hoffman, who grew up 
in Washington, D C., was grad­ 
uated from Hollins College near 
Roanoke, Va., where she ma­ 
jored in art. She began her 
career in San Francisco by 
working for Maurice Sands, a 
commercial designer. Later she 
became head designer for Fi­ 
berboard and Pabco Paint Col­ 
or Division.

It really ticks me off 
that big companies might just 
be throwing my application 
away as soon as they see my 
age and “student” status. 
Since January, when I sent 
my first request for a credit 
card, the oil company has cost 
me 32 cents in stamps. After

Couple Making Home In Oregon 
Following Wedding In Nevada

Many young children with lively imagina­ 
tions create imaginary friends — sometimes 
right out of the air and at other times by 
giving animation to their dolls or stuffed 
animals. You’ve heard many children talk 
this way I’m sure: 
“I have this friend and he lives in the woods 
in a tree and he and I know some secrets.” 
Or this version: “My Teddy Bear talks to 
me when I’m in bed and the lights are out and 
mommy’s downstairs. 
There is nothing queer or 
alarming, about this. On the 
contrary, it’s a sign of intellec­ 
tual capacity and sensitivity. 
Often it’s a child’s way of 
getting the kind of practice he 
needs in talking; of trying out 
words and learning meanings. 
BUT WHAT about the child 
who fabricates stories intended 
to deceive parents and guardi­ 
ans? Or the child who moves 
from the world of play-acting to 
the “real” world without substi­ 
tuting facts for pretend? 
Suppose daddy's watch is 
missing. You ask your youngest 
child if he knows where it is. He 
answers: “Teddy Bear took it 
and hid it in the woods.” 
On the one hand you don’t 
want to stifle or belittle the 
child’s imaginary world. You 
don’t know from his answer 
whether he does, in fact, have 
any idea where the watch is. At 
the same time, you don’t want 
your child to lie or tell “un­ 
truths.” 
Of course, if you suspect that 
the “Teddy Bear took it and hid 
it in the woods” story is close to 
the truth, then you can play 
along with the story, go to the 
woods and retrieve the watch, 
and then either ask Teddy Bear 
to take only imaginary things to 


the woods or things not as 
fragile as watches. 
But it is parents who must 
put this imaginary tale into 
perspective. And this they 
should do every time they have 
an opportunity — especially 
when reading aloud to young­ 
sters. 
IF YOU read a story about a 
Teddy Bear who eats honey out 
of jars in rabbit warrens or 
about a fire engine that talks, 


it’s up to you to point out why 
these things are pretend — and 
why it’s fun to think of what 
they might say and do if they 
could talk and lead independent 
lives. 
And when you read about 
real-life situations — like how 
to make and fly kites — you 
need to take the opportunity to 
point out the difference. 
This kind of truth-telling or 
truth-exploring needs very 
careful handling by adults when 
children become old enough to 
read or listen to stories about 
famous people and important 
events. But parents must make 
a special effort to point out 
what is “fiction” and what is 
fact in the description of the 
actions of a famous person. 
This kind of subtle distinc­ 
tion, especially what appears in 
movies and on TV programs, 
becomes essential for children 
ages 8-12. 


Now living in Medford. Ore., 
are Mr. and Mrs. Keith Ray 
Kuhl who were married Sept. 8 
in Carson City, Nev.

The E mpor ium Contemporary Shoes 
for Women 
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Former Fatties Find Surgical Solution

Three years ago a San Rafael 
woman weighed 212 pounds and 
her doctor predicted she would 
probably gain another hundred 
pounds in the next IO years. 
Her personal “battle of the 
bulge" had begun in early 
childhood 
At age six, she 
weighed 101 pounds and never 
knew a thin day from then on 
Like many obese people, she 
had “tried everything," includ­ 
ing a wide variety of diets. But 
her overweight was complicat­ 
ed by a thyroid condition and 
she often gained pounds while 
on a starvation regimen 
Today the dark haired hospi* 
tai desk clerk — whom, at her 
request, we shall call Alice 
Jones — is a trim, shapely 137 
pounds and her weight prob­ 
lems are over forever. 
And she lost the pounds w ith­ 
out d iets 
exercise^ 
hypnosis 
gym classes, body wraps or any 
of the other methods usually 
open to the fat person 
Mrs. Jones's new figure is the 
result of a relatively new opera­ 
tion being used with increasing 
frequency to help the chromcal- 
ly-fat individual when all else 
fails 
Mrs Jones and another San 
R afael 
w om an, C h a rlo tte 
Strom, agreed to talk about 
their surgeries to alert other fat 
people that such an option may 
be available to them, 
Called “ bypass surgery" or 
more technically, “jejunoiloes- 
tome,’1 the procedure is actual­ 
ly jn intestinal short-circuiting, 
according to a San Rafael sur­ 
geon who has performed 30 
suit! operations in the past six 
years 
The surgeon asked that his 
name be withheld to avoid a 
flood of calls from prospective 
patients. 
He 
prefers 
that 
wouldbe bypass candidates be 
referred to him by their own 
physicians 
The technique is basically a 


simple one: the small intestine 
is cut down from about 12 feet 
to 18 inches. Fourteen inches of 
the upper part of the small 
intestine (the jejunum) are then 
attached to the last four inches 
of the lower part of the small 
intesting 
The remaining, defunctional- 
ized part of the small intestine 
is closed off and sewn to a 
membrane inside the abdomen. 
It remains healthy, though idle, 
and can be restored to use if 
necessary. 
The purpose is to reduce ab­ 
sorption of calories by shorten­ 
ing the digestive tract, enabling 
the overweight patient to shed 
pounds, 
regardless of how 
much he or she eats. With the 
small intestine reduced to 18 
inches, most of the food is 
elim inated rath e r than ab- 
sorbed into the system. 
The bypass operation is radi­ 
cal .surgery — not without its 
dangers 
and certainly not 
meant for everyone, the sur­ 
geon stressed 
“The patient must be desper­ 
ate, he said. “ He or she should 
feel life is not worth living in 
his or her present state.'" 
Even to be considered for the 
surgery, the patient must be at 
least IOO pounds overweight, 
although less obese patients 
with health problems related to 
excess poundage are also possi­ 
ble candidates. 
Although the local physician 
has lost no patients and had no 
major problems with the opera­ 
tion, the mortality rate is be­ 
tween 3 and 4 per cent — not all 
that unusual for very major 
surgery. 
Despite the risks, the surgeon 
believes the operation is justi­ 
fied because “ massive obesity 
is a life shortening disease." 
Most of the doctor s bypass 
patients are referred to him by 
o th e r p h y sic ia n s, alth o u g h 
>ome who have heard of his 
work have come here for the

over the country are now per­ 
forming this type of surgery 
which has been around, in var­ 
ious forms, for about IO years.) 
Following the surgery, the 
person is hospitalized for about 
a week. The recovery period 
\ aries for each individual but 
most are back to their jobs or 
normal routine within four to 
six weeks: some much sooner. 


The greatest problem from 
the operation is diarrhea. — 
often quite severe at first — 
which may disappear within a 
few weeks or continue for up to 
three or four months 
The surgeon said the patient 


loses weight rather slowly — 
from five to 15 pounds a month. 
And the weight loss usually 
stops short of the individual’s 
ideal weight. Sometimes it is 
only five pounds; other times, 
the person still has 20 or 30 
pounds to lose. But he said the 
additional weight loss is much 
easier than it would be for the 
average person. Often just cut­ 
ting down a bit on food intake 
will shed the poundage quickly. 
Patients stop losing because 
part of the intestine which is 
still functioning, thickens and 
lengthens to compensate for its 
sm aller size. “ The body adjusts 
itself to the loss." the doctor 
said

Those who have had the sur­ 
gery can live completely nor­ 
mal lives. But they must avoid 
alcohol of any kind for about a 
year, 
since even 
a sm all 
amount can lead to serious 
liver problems and even liver 
failure. (Rapid weight loss, 
whether from dieting or sur­ 
gery. taxes the liver and can 
aggravate any pre-existing liv­ 
er problems.) 


The physician said the sur­ 
gery gives his fat patients “a 
new lease on life. They are 
grateful and happy," he said. 
One of the surgeon’s happy 
patients is Charlotte Strom of 
San Rafael who has already 
lost about 40 pounds (and only 
has about 20 more to go) since 
she had the surgery in May. 
She weighed 185 when she en­ 
tered the hospital. Although she 
was not IOO pounds overweight, 
the poundage was causing fatty 
tumors and gall bladder trou­ 
bles and so she was approved 
for surgery. 
“ I 
feel 
wonderful," 
the 
sprightly grandmother said as 
she sat in the living room of her 
Brett Avenue home. “I eat like 
a horse and just keep losing." 
Mrs. Strom has not forgotten 
what it feels like to be fat and 
helpless and often has to bite 
her tongue to keep from shar­ 
ing her “secret” with everyone, 
including total strangers. 
“I see huge women waddling 
around on the streets and I feel 
like going up and saying: Why 
don’t you go and get something 
done.’ " 
"I feel just like a million 
dollars," she enthused. “I just 
love going into my closet and 
putting on clothes that are now 
too big. It’s great to be able to 
eat a piece of chocloate cake 
without feeling guilty or have 
two tacos for lunch without 
worrying that ITI put on two 
pounds.

Now I don't 
hate people who can eat any­ 
thing and not gain weight." 
Mrs. Jones is just as enthu­ 
siastic. “ FU catch myself look­ 
ing at clothes in a store win­ 
dow. wishing I could w ear 
something like that. And then 
I’ll realize that, goodness. I 
can. 
“I think it’s the greatest thing 
in the world that can happen to 
• fat person, I really do," she 
•aid. “I believe this surgery’ is 
the wave of the future for those 
with serious weight problems. 


What other hope do they 
have?" 
As Mrs. Jones shed the 
weight (it took about two 
years), she found her attitude 
toward food changing almost as 
much as her figure. ‘‘I thought 
once I could eat anything I 
wanted, I d be like a kid in a 
candy store; but, you know, I 
wasn’t. Once food is no longer 
dangerous, it loses its import­ 
ance." 
Neither of the ladies experi­ 
enced any serious health prob­ 
lems, and dismissed the diar­ 
rhea as a very minor thing, not 
worth worrying about. 
Both had almost no qualms 
about the dangers inherent in 
the operation. 
“Try being fat all your life; 
it’s no decision," Mrs. Jones 
said.

Calder-Painted Jets Hover Over 
Visitors ToGuggenheim Museum

NEW YORK — In the name 
of art. the Guggenheim Mu­ 
seum has coiled itself protec­ 
tively around many strange ob­ 
jects, not the least of which are 
the airplanes currently hanging 
from its ceiling. The five six- 
foot scale models of a DC-S are 
remarkable for more than their 
location — they are covered 
with bright colors and gaily 
painted designs by Alexander 
Calder.

Legislature's

SACRAMENTO ll'P I) —The 
conservationist S ierra Club 
says this year's legislative ses­ 
sion was “ a resounding success 
for the environmental move­ 
ment.”

The club also praised mea­ 
sure by Sen Alfred E. AJquist, 
D-San Jose, as providing “ a 
strong mandate for energy con­ 
servation at the same time that 
it streamlines the power plan 
siting procedures without sacri­ 
fice of environm ental safe­ 
guards.”

moves. The airplane, which can 
be thought of as his largest 
mobile or as a flying mural, 
seems a logical extension of 
this pursuit.

The airplane project is a pub­ 
licity stunt by Braniff Interna­ 
tional to bolster traffic along its 
South American route, which 
C alder’s plane will travel. 
Braniff has given Calder eight 
models with which to experi­ 
ment. and agreed to leave its 
name off tho body of the piano 
in place of his signature. Calder 
is expected to make his recom­ 
mendation on the design some­ 
time within the next two weeks, 
and the actual painting, by 
(’alder and assistants using a 
“ masking” process by which 
they paint only one color at a 
time, begins in October in Dal­ 
las. 
In the meantime, the planes 
hover in the Guggenheim like 
tropical birds over a white des­ 
ert, and soon their colors will 
streak across the sky faster 
than an artist’s colors have 
ever flown before. Painted in 
Calder’s palette of red, yellow, 
blue, and black, the planes are 
adorned with whim sical im ­ 
ages, such as stars, circles, and 
smiling faces, and arc reminis­ 
cent in mood of his circus 
figures. 


The unabashed naivete of 
these designs and the child-like 
m anner in which they are 
painted seems to mitigate the 
menacing aspect of the air­ 
plane, which has come to re­ 
semble more and more a bird 
of prey. By the simple act of 
decorating an object that seems 
frightening or alien, it is re­ 
stored to the world of the famil­ 
iar and the controllable, and 
even a mechanical monster be­ 
comes a tov 


The models will remain in the 
Guggenheim until Oct. 7, then 
proceed to tho Dallas Museum 
of Fine Arts and the Los Ange­ 
les County Museum.

Obscenity 


Case Ends 


Abruptly 


P etalu m a’s obscenity trial 
came to an abrupt end yester­ 
day when no expert witnesses 
were produced to show how the 
films “ Deep Throat” and "Be­ 
hind the Green Door" violate 
community standards. 


Judge Alexander J. McMahon 
dismissed charges of exhibiting 
obscene materials against thea­ 
ter owner Alan W. Finley after 
Deputy Dist. Atty. J. Michael 
Mullins said he had no witness­ 
es to present. 
Mullins explained to the sur­ 
prised jury that no expert wit­ 
nesses were available. He said 
his office did not have enough 
time to seek out persuasive 
witnesses nor the funds to bring 
them from outside the area had 
they been found. 
Mullins had asked the jury to 
decide the case based solely on 
their impressions from seeing 
the films Tuesday at the State 
Theater. “They speak for them­ 
selves,” Mullins said. 
Finley’s attorney, Richard L. 
Chesney of Oakland, argued 
that no evidence had been 
presented to show the films are 
obscene and was granted his 
motion for dismissal of the 
charges. 
McMahon said it would be 
unfair to expect the jury to 
reach a verdict when no evi­ 
dence had been presented on 
legal technicalities such as pur- 
lent interest and how the films 
violate local standards. 
McMahon said the 12 jurors 
may not truly reflect communi­ 
ty standards regarding obsceni­ 
ty and should have expert guid­ 
ance. 
“ I’m very troubled about this 
— taking a m atter out of the 
hands of a jury,” McMahon 
said 
“ Id take any possible 
step to avoid it. but must follow 
the dictate of the law.” 
The jurors — who had been in 
the courtroom for nearly six 
days — appeared dism ayed 
that they would not be permit­ 
ted to hear the case and reach 
a verdict. 
Mullins told jurors he had 
called other prosecutors around 
'he *tatc in an attempt to find 
< \pert witnesses who could give 
evidence on the obscenity of the 
movies, but found none.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Using Public Office For Private Purposes 


Central to our concept of 
representative government is 
that a public official shall not 
use his office for his private 
purposes. 
That, however, is what Rob­ 
ert Lee Grant did as a member 
of the Marin County Human 
Rights Commission. 
Grant, who is black, applied 
for membership in San Rafael 
Lodge 1108, B P O. Elks. When 
it was denied him, he called on 
fellow commissioners to bring 
action against the Elks lodge 
and against Novato Lodge 2041, 
Loyal Order of Moose, charging 
both with racial discrimination. 


NOT SURPRISINGLY, a res­ 
olution was all ready, prepared 
by Douglas H Bosco, the coun­ 
ty’s human relations director, 
who is an attorney. It threat­ 
ened court action under a coun­ 
ty equal opportunity ordinance, 
called for a boycott of the 
lodges and their facilities, and 
called on city and county offi­ 
cials to review the lodges’ Ii- 
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censes and permits and refuse 
to reimburse employees for any 
use of lodge facilities on public 
business. 
Grant, as a human rights 
commissioner, then voted for 
the resolution drawn by Bosco, 
human relations director, at 
G rant’s instigation. 
Grant used his official posi­ 
tion to further his private goal: 
that of forcing the Elks Lodge 
to admit him or penalizing it 
for not doing so. 
This is not unlike a public 
official requiring some organi­ 
zation to buy supplies from a 
firm the official heads, with the 
threat of license revokation or 
other harassment if it does not 
do so. 
FURTHER, in seeking perse­ 
cution of the Elks Lodge for its 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 
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Assembly, Senate Both 
Violate Constitution 


Bv RUS WALTON 
An important opinion from the attorney 
general's office has been lost in the 
shuffle of political hub-bubs and nabobs 
here in Babylon 
Article IV, Section 2 ic) of the state 
constitution provides that "a person is 
ineligible to be a member of the legisla­ 
ture unless be has been a resident of his 
district for one year” prior to election 
Secy, of State Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
asked the A.G.’s office if he had the 
authority to remove a candidate's name 
from the ballot if there was prima facia 
evidence the candidate did not meet the 
one-year residency requirement 


THE ATTORNEY GENERAL'S opin­ 
ion? The secretary of state is without 
authority to reject a candidate on the 
ground he did not reside within the 
district for one year 
Why? Because the state constitution 
places that responsibility in the hands of 
the legislative body involved. Article IV, 
Section 5 provides that “each house shall 
judge the qualifications and elections of 
its members." 
Implicit in that is the expectation, the 
belief, that the legislators will abide by 
and invoke the pertinent provisions of the 
constitution — in this case, the one-year 
residency requirement. 
There is only one conclusion that can 
be drawn from the A.G.’s opinion: The 
legislative house involved, the state Sen­ 
ate or Assembly, has the responsibility to 
ascertain that each elected candidate 
who comes bfore it for seating does in 
fact meet the residency requirement, as 
well as other requirements such as age 
and citizenship 


BOTH THE SENATE and the Assem­ 
bly openly, and knowingly, flaunted that 
part of the state constitution this year. 
They threw Article IV, Section 2 (c> in the 
garbage can. 
The Assembly violated the law when it 
voted to seat Howard Berman as repre­ 
sentative of the 57th District Berman 


had not lived in the 57th district for one 
year prior to his November 1972 election. 
A majority of the Assembly voted to seat 
him, anyhow. 
The state Senate did the same thing 
when the majority of its members voted 
to seat Alan Robbins as the senator from 
the 22nd District. Robins had not resid­ 
ed rn that district for one year prior to 
his special election in Feb. 27, 1973. 
The Senators knew that The facts were 
there and plain 
But 26 senators (19 
Democrats and seven Republicans) went 
ahead and seated Mr. Robbins Damn the 
constitution' 


THERE HAVE BEEN several court 
cases on the issue. Consistently, the 
courts have refused to intervene. They 
held it would be improper for the judicial 
branch to interfere with the business of 
the legislature. Separation of powers, and 
all that. 
The fault is not with the courts. The 
fault lies with the legislators — and with 
the attorneys. Rather than asking the 
court to reverse the action of the legisla­ 
ture, the attorneys rn the Robbins case 
might better have sued the 26 senators 
for violation of the constitution. 
That is just what should be done the 
next time some of these birds here in 
Babylon openly and arrogantly flaunt the 
constitution. Taxpayers should bring suit 
against them for breaking the law If 
convicted, these birds should be bounced 
from office as a penalty for their mis- 
de*ds and a warning to future legislators 
You think I am too sticky about this’ 
You think it is ancient history and we 
should let sleeping dogs lie in the legisla­ 
ture’’ I think not 
I think the time has come to reaffirm 
that no one — not even a state legislator 
is above or beyond the law 
There is only a difference of degree 
between those who riot in the streets and 
those who wreck our constitution in the 
legislative chambers.

Too many of us 
fear that one opinion is barely audible in 
the hubbub of current events. Yet. as one 
legislator has said, “The mail box is 
nearly as important as the ballot box to a 
member of Congress.” 
A short, factual letter limited to one 
topic could be just what a congressman 
needs to chart his course in the right 
direction, and you will never know unless 
you write, lf you are writing about 
legislative proposals, explain how it af 
feels you 
Try to refer to a bill by 
number and subject. Make sure your 
views get to your congressman early in 
deliberation of the bill. If you wait for a 
crisis stage or try to change the legisla­ 
tor's mind later in the development of an 
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Corcoran Journal) 
issue, you are not apt to achieve your 
co als Finally, if (he reply to your letter 
comes from an assistant, don t la* upset 
Public officials have staffs so that re­ 
quests can be dealt with effectively 
It 'n easy to rationalize your way out of 
wnting to your congressman, but the 
plain fact is that our democratic republic 
could not function without citizen input. 
Remember: “An official wants and needs 
to hear every point of view on an issue 
An eight cent stamp is a small price to 
pay for freedom,”

racially restrictive policy, the 
Marin County Human Rights 
Commission is overlooking a 
freedom just as basic as that of 
equal rights for all: freedom of 
association. 
We hold no brief for the 
“whites only” policy of Elks 
and Moose lodges. (The Elks 
are in process of voting theirs 
out; 
when two-thirds of the 
local lodges have done so, it 
will be dropped.) 


We think such a policy is 
foolish and narrow. But if the 
Elks and Moose want it, that is 
their business. 
These are fraternal organiza­ 
tions. They admit new mem­ 
bers by invitation only. Each 
applicant must be sponsored by 
some member before his appli­ 


cation can 
be considered. 
(Grant had no sponsor, hence 
could not be considered regard­ 
less of the racial policy.) 


FREEDOM of association is 
a basic freedom. When a per­ 
son has no right to choose his 
friends — or his lodge brothers 
— he is no longer free. 
We doubt very much that the 
Black Panthers would admit 
“Whitey,” or that the Negro 
Elks lodges (there are such) 
would admit Caucasians. There 
is no reason why they should. 
They, too, are entitled to free­ 
dom of association. 
And, getting back to the ac­ 
tion of the Human Rights Com­ 
mission, what would you think 
of a county supervisor, for in­ 
stance, who sought legal action 
and harassm en t against the 
Native Sons of the Golden West 
because it denied him member­ 
ship on the restrictive basis 
that he was not born in Califor­ 
nia?

I have been there 
only twice. The first time, in early 1967, 
was in the latter stage of an important 
thrust of social democracy under the 
leadership of President Eduardo Frei 
Montalva. I talked with him in the 
presidential palace. He explained vividly 
how free and responsible government 
was balancing on a knife edge throughout 
Latin America. Soon, more elected gov­ 
ernments fell. 
On the same visit, I met and talked 
with Dr. Salvador Allnde Gossens, who 
became president three years later. He 
was peremptory and impatient as he 
discussed Marxist plans for revolutioniz­ 
ing the Chilean society and economy. He 
had much support from long-suffering 
Chilean workers and left wing intellec­ 
tuals, much opposition from conserva­ 
tives, the military, and moderate liber­ 
als. 


I WAS AGAIN in Chile this year. The 
deterioration in Santiago was shocking. 


Even a casual visit showed how the 
economy had come apart, and it was not 
the result of the hostility of international 
corporations. It was the failure of the 
Allende government, and the handwriting 
was on the wall. It is a great tragedy that 
the handwriting had to be bloody. Chile 
has a fine history in the maintenance of 
democratic institutions. Perhaps it can 
soon return to them. Indeed, a key flaw 
in the Allende revolution was that his was 
a minority government, unmandated to 
carry out change on the scale he attempt­ 
ed. 
Had the military not moved, the situa­ 
tion would have gone from bad to worse 
with no clear parliamentary solution in 
sight. 
Dr. Allende’s death, as James Nelson 
Goodsell, the Christian Science Monitor's 
Latin American correspondent points out, 
martyrizes him. It gives power to his 
supporters in Chile and to propagandists 
around the world. It will not be easy to 
reconstruct government and society in 
Chile. But in the end, things ought to be 
better. While much of the socialization 
introduced first by President Frei and 


carried much farther by President Al­ 
lende cannot be unscrambled, better 
relations with foreign capital can proba­ 
bly be worked out. Chile badly needs this 
kind of support. It need not be exploited 
or victimized by international corpora­ 
tions. Fair deals can be developed With­ 
out them, the chaos of the recent Allende 
period will persist. 


OF COURSE, it would have been much 
better if the first Marxist regime in the 
world voted into power by a free election 
had been voted out of power in the same 
way. It almost happened. Had the oppos­ 


i t e majority of Chileans would have 
endthe majority of (M eans would hav- 
eended the Allende rule. That it did not 
happen was the tragic failure of the 
process of free government. 
Had Dr. Allende not been martyrized, 
the cause of Marxism in all Latin Ameri­ 
ca would have suffered a major setback. 
His experiment showed many intrinsic 
flaws and limitations. Now the failure of 
the Marxist program can be attributed to 
the military and other enemies, foreign 
and domestic. Thus, if some other hemi­ 


sphere leader goes to the polls, with a 
Communist and Socialist coalition, he 
will not have the handicap of the Allende 
fiasco in government, but rather the 
tragedy of the Allende death. 
Chile is a superb nation, blessed with a 
fine ethnic mix of peoples, great natural 
resources, and a healthy tradition of 
relatively stable government. It has vast 
problems, mainly economic. 
Facing the Pacific, backed by the 
Andes, its lovely capital Santiago in its 
good days reminded me of Los Angeles. 
The airs felt and smelled the same. The 
mountains were there, and the arid 
plains. The good days can return, but it 
will not be easy. 
Thus the problems of government all 
over Latin America continue and in­ 
crease. They are wonderful countries 
south of the Rio Grande, dynamic and 
potentially rich. They need not have 
institutions patterned after the United 
States of North America. They can and 
must follow their own genius and their 
own needs. But they have not yet found 
just the right ways.

(hi- public, is the high cost of living. 
Snaring food prices, high interest rates, 
exorbitant taxes and what do we do, as 
citizens, to try to stop it? It leaves most 
of us in a very helpless situation, 
My three daughters and I have lived 
alone for many years, without the sup­ 
port of a husband and father. Through 
our combined efforts, we have been able 
to provide quite well for each other and 
also for our dog and cat, until recently. 
Some months ago our tom cat became 
ii! with a urinary infection. After being 
treated in a local animal hospital for two 
days, he recovered and our bdl was 
$42,50. Then he became allergic to some­ 
thing in the air and had to return for a 
shot to relieve the itching This trip cost 
$19 
My daughter was informed that 
this could reoccur and when it did. to 
bring her cat back in for another shot. It 
did reoccur and she brought her cat back 
again. Again, tin; charge was $19. I 
complained bitterly, since I felt that this 
was a follow-up call and the charge 
should not be the same as the original 
fee After many unpleasant words with 
the secretary, the charge was reduced to 
$8, 


Now , the cat is back in the clinic and 
with the same urinary infection and I 
was informed yesterday that it would 
cost $20 for the exam, $20 for the 
antibiotics, $10 a day for the space he 
occupies, plus $4 a day for medication, 
plus $4 a day for food ll could buy caf 
food for three months for $4J So for three 
days of medical care for my daughters' 
tom cat, the bill will be well over $70. 
My middle daughter had pneumonia 
last winter and the total cost of her 
doctor's care, plus medication, was less 
than this charge for the cat. We all 
realize that veterinarians must make a 


living, too. But if they continue to charge 
these ridiculous prices, it will mean that 
the average middle class family will not 
be able to have a pet

WHAT BROUGHT OFFICIAL 
ire was a report by police that 
Judge Robert A. Smallman of 
Marin Municipal Court had dis­ 
missed a speeding charge of 39 
miles per hour in what should 
have been a 25-mile-per-hour 
zone. 
There is another traffic haz- 
zard on South Novato Boule­ 
vard. It is at the much-cussed 
traffic light at Sunset Parkway 
which has backed up traffic as 
far as Highway 101.

WASHINGTON (U PL -More 
than two thirds of 36 patients 
treated with acupuncture for 
rheumatoid arthritis experi­ 
enced pain relief, reduced 
swelling of joints and less ten­ 
derness, a study presented this 
week to a National Institutes of 
Health workshop showed 


The study was conducted by 
Drs. Arnold Benson, medical 
director, and Ralph Coan, staff 
physician, at the Acupuncture 
Center of Washington, which 
has been in operation since 
December 1972. 


The figures were presented at 
a meeting at which NIH partici­ 
pation in scientific studies of 
acupuncture, the ancient 
Chinese practice of healing with 
needles, was discussed 
Benson and Coan carried out 
follow-up interviews with 64 pa-

The Benson-Coan study also 
showed that only five of 19 
patients, or 16 per cent, who 
had undergone fewer than five 
treatments, reported improve­ 
ment after three months. 
A six-month second follow-up 
showed continued improvement 
by in of 27 patients from the 
original group, Coan said in an 
interview after the NIH work­ 
shop 
The average age of the pa­ 
tients in the study was 55, and 
they had been suffering from 
rheumatoid arthritis for an av­ 
erage of 11.5 years. The pa 
tients underwent as many as 24 
treatments, with an average of 
6.6 treatments. 
The clinic was the first to 
open in Washington under a 
District of Columbia ruling that 
acupuncture could be practiced 
by Chinese practitioners under 
the supervision of a licensed 
physician Five Chinese prac 
rice at the center, one of three 
in the city.

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Tests Will Likely Delay 
Restoring Of Death Penalty 


By CARL INGRAM 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Cap 
ital punishment will be restored 
in California Jan. I under a bill 
passed by the 1973 Legislature. 
But expected legal attacks may 
delay its imposition indefinite­ 
ly 
Even as it went through the 
legislative process, opponents 
of the measure such as the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
warned of “grave” constitution­ 
al defects and threatened to 
test it in the courts. 
The bill by Sen. George Deuk- 
m ejian, R-Long Beach, will 
make death in the San Quentin 
gas chamber mandatory for ll 
crimes and restore capital pun­ 
ishment to California 14 months 
after the voters approved a 
ballot initiative instructing the 
Legislature to specify the 
crimes. 
Under the legislation, which 
Gov. Ronald Reagan plans to 
sign next week, death will be 
mandatory for hired assassins; 
police slayers; life term con­ 
victs who kill guards; mass and 
repeat murderers; train wreck­ 
ers; persons who kill witnesses 
to crim e; and persons who 
commit murder during rape, 
robbery, kidnaping, burglary 
and lewd acts involving chil­ 
dren. 
The state Supreme Court 
ruled the death penalty uncon­ 
stitutional in February-, 1972, 
and the U.S. Supreme Court 
followed suit a few months lat­ 
er. The federal court said the 
punishment was applied illegal­ 
ly because it gave judges and 
juries the discretion of impos­ 
ing death or a prison term The 
court indicated death would be 
constitutional if it was made 
mandatory'. 


Opponents argued during leg­ 
islative debate that because ju­ 
ries were denied any discretion 
under the bill they would turn 
killers loose rather than sen­ 
tence them to death. 


Coleman Blease, lobbyist for 
the ACLU, said even though the 
bill was carefully drawn to 
meet the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
guidelines, it is “^constitution­ 
ally arbitary in conception and 
will doubtless prove unconstitu­ 
tionally discretionary in appli­ 
cation.” 


Deukmejian and Att. Gen. 
Evelle J. Younger, however, 
are convinced the legislation 
will withstand a court test. “ It 
is fully constitutional within the 
meaning of the new U.S. Su­ 
preme Court guidelines," said 
Younger. 
While the death penalty occu­ 
pied the legislature's center 
stage, other crime bills ad­ 
vanced to Reagan's desk, were 
killed or will be eligible for 
passage next year during the 
second half of the 1973-74 ses­ 
sion. 
Awaiting gubernatorial action 
is a major bill by Sen. Peter 
Behr. R-San Rafael, which 
would double from $5,000 to 
$10,000 the sum the state may 
award to an innocent victim of 
violent crime for loss of in­ 
come. 
The bill, estimated to cost $1 
million a year, also would in­ 


demnify the victim up to $10,000 
for medical costs and another 
$3,000 for rehabilitation or job 
retraining. 
Another m easure on Rea­ 
gan’s desk would repeal a 1969 
law he signed which made it a 
crime for Robert H. Simpson, 
93, and other political protes­ 
ters, to picket in the Capitol. 
Critics contend the law was 
aimed exclusively at Simpson 
and his placards which chal­ 
lenge the legitimacy of Reagan 
and lawmakers. 
Still pending in the Senate is 
Reagan’s controversial bill to 
abolish the judicial “exclusion­ 
ary rule” under which evidence 
obtained through illegal police 
search and seizure cannot be 
submitted in court. 
Also eligible for action in 
January is legislation by As­ 
semblyman Willie Brown Jr., 
D-San Francisco, which would 
legalize homosexual and any 
other form of sexual acts be­ 
tween consenting adults in pri­ 
vate. Virtually identical legisla­ 
tion has been defeated by the 
Assembly previously. 
Dead in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee is an Assembly- 
passed bill by Assemblyman 
Alan Sieroty, D-Beverly Hills, 
that would have reduced from a 
possible felony to a misdemean­ 
or the punishment for mere 
possession of marijuana. Rea­ 
gan vetoed a similar bill last 
year.

“ The multinational com pany 
finds itself abroad both reviled 
and cajoled, often accused of 
rape by the very people who 
are trying to seduce it,” he 
said. 


The British industrialist and 
scholar spoke at the Interna­ 
tion al In d u stria l C o n fe re n ce , 
which brought together 650 of 
the w orld’s leading business fig­ 
ures from 75 nations. 
Another speaker, C.W. Robin­ 
son, president of M areona C or­ 
poration, 
told the group that 
multinational businessmen are 
destined to becom e “ the most 
im portant social a rc h ite c ts" of 
a new world order. 
Robinson said the tim e has 
com e for multinational leaders 
to support a 
“ declaration of 
interdependence" am ong busi­ 
nesses all over the world and 
their governm ents. 
He said a “ proving ground" 
for such cooperation would be 
in exploitation of the resources 
of the ocean floors. 
Unless the nations go at it 
intelligently “ the principle of 
te ch n o lo g ica l 
‘ m ight 
m ak es 
right’ will ap p ly ," he said. 


That principle is “ u n accep ta­ 
ble in a global society which 
requires equitable distribution 
of earth resource b enefits."

Determination 
On Water Skis

Mike Suyderhoud of Petaluma is determined to 
make up for not 
winning last year's overall 
championship at the California International Cup 
w ater Ski ( hampionships. He’ll be going all out 
this weekend when the fourth annual California 
( up is held at Berkeley’s Aquatic Park. 
Mike, a young man of 
23 who has won every 
national and interna­ 
tional title there is to 
offer, won the first two 
California Cup overall 
titles and then last year, 
when a purse of $15,000 
was added to make it 
the richest water skiing 
event in the world, he 
finished 
second 
to 
George Athans of Cana­ 
da. 
“ Last year I had a 
bad knee but now I'm in 
good shape,” Mike said 
yesterday during a 
press day practice ses­ 
sion at Aquatic Park. 
It s a matter of being up for this tourney and I 
leel I'm really ready, both mentally and physical­ 
ly. I think I can win it.” 
Suyderhoud, who grew up in San Anselmo 
before moving to Petaluma to attend Sonoma 
State College, won his first Masters title last July 
at Callaway Gardens Lake in Pine Mountain, Ga., 
but in the process suffered a dislocated collar 
bone on a bad spill during his jump event. 
Because of the injury, Mike failed to qualify for 
the world team the next day and wasn’t able to 
defend his world championship. His nemesis last 
year, Athans, won the world title last week in 
Bogota, Colombia, and will be back in Berkeley 
Saturday and Sunday to defend his ‘Cup’ title. 
But after some physical therapy last month, 
Suyderhoud says he’s fit and ready. 
Heading the field for the women is Lisa St. 
John, 18, of Fall River Mills in Shasta County. 
She has won the California Cup crown the last 
two years and last week won the big prize of 
women’s overall champion at the world meet in 
Bogota. Another women's standout is Florida’s 
Liz Allen Shetter, 1969 and 1971 titlist of the 
biennial world championship. 
Carlos Suarez of Venezuela will be perhaps the 
chief scene stealer. The little 14-year-old trick 
skier was a favorite of the crowd at last year’s 
Cal Cup. He was at Suvderhoud's Shasta Lake 
water ski school for two months this summer and 
learned jumping and slalom skiing. He won’t be 
in the jump event in Berkeley, but will compete 
in the slalom along with his specialty, tricks. 
Carlos has learned to speak very good English 
during the past year, since he could barely 
communicate with the reporters last year. He did 
a fine job yesterday. When asked about his 
chances this weekend he said, “ The tricks, yes I 
will do well, but slalom? Impossible. These other 
people too good.” 
Slalom standouts include the La Point brothers. 
Kris, 20, of Castro Valley, and Bob, 18, of Novato. 
In all, there will be 35 skiers from ll countries 
in the meet, which starts at 9 a.m. Saturday and 
IO a.m. Sunday. Tickets are available at all 
Ticketron locations in the Bay Area.

The Delay Doesn't 
Bother Danzansky 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Joseph 
Danzansky. who hopes to give 
major league baseball a third

“ The National League re­ 
cessed and will hold another 
meeting at the call of the presi­ 
dent,” League President Chub 
Keen* v announced after the 
s< 
-ti ended "Our members 
wanted more time to think 


about the situation and decided 
not to take a vote today.” 


Feeney said there would be 
many ramifications to such a 
move.

Bob 
Apodaca, walked two but the 
Mets held on to squeeze out a 6- 
5 victory and Berra’s neck was 
saved. 
But Berra, who was fired 
after leading the New York 
Yankees to their last pennant in 
1964. found only admirers sur­ 
rounding him last night as the 
Mets played beautiful baseball, 
flashing power, pitching and 
defense to crush the Pirates 7-3 
for the lith time in 16 meetings 
this year and make a mad 
scramble of the division race. 
“I finally have my whole 
team back,” Yogi said, ‘i ve 
been saying since the beginning 
of the season we could win the 
division if we stay healthy. I 
lost my shortstop (Bud Harrel* 
son) for two months, my catch­ 
er (Jerry Grote) for two months 
and (Cleon) Jones for six weeks. 
People can criticize all they 
want. They can blame me for 
our losing if they want but 
when we got back together, we 
started winning.” 
Jones, Berra's top gun last 
night with five runs batted in on 
two long homers, echoed his 
manager’s assessment of the

Purse Share 


CHICAGO (UPI)—A share of 
the World Series purse and 
rotation of assignments for the 
World Series, All Star game 
and playoffs are among the 
demands being made by major 
league umpires, according to a 
negotiator. 
TTie World Series “cut” and 
the rotation were on a list of 
contract demands presented to 
both leagues last month. John 
Cifelli, a Chicago Heights attor­ 
ney and negotiator for the um­ 
pires. said yesterday. 
Other demands included a 
boost of nearly $4,000 in start­ 
ing salaries, tenure and im­ 
proved pension programs. 
Cifelli met briefly with base­ 
ball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
yesterday in what he described 
as a “get acquainted session.” 
The session proceeded Cifelli’s 
contacting National League 
representatives to set up a fu­ 
ture meeting. 
The umpires, Cifelli said, 
wanted a share of the World 
Series money equaling three 
shares paid to the losing team 
and three shares paid to the 
winning team 
The money 
would be equally divided be­ 
tween the 48 major league um­ 
pires as an immediate cash 
benefit. 
“The league would have to 
determ ine where the money 
comes from” Cifelli said. 
The umpires also want to be 
assigned playoffs, A ll-Star 
games and the World Series on 
the basis of a rotation rather 
than upon selection by Kuhn, as 
is currently the practice. 


Other contract demands in­ 
cluded: 
—A non-contributory pension 
plan which would make retire­ 
ment mandatory at age 60. 


—Retirement with full pay 
after 25 years. 
—A 20 per cent pension after 
two years’ service. 
—A boost in per diem expen­ 
ses from the present $40 to $59. 
—Tenure allowing discharge 
only for cause after three years 
experience. 
—A minimum starting wage 
of $16,250 compared to the 
present $12,500 and a top of 
$46,250 after 25 years as an 
ump.

RETIREMENT FOR JADED STAR 


The Most Difficult Day For Mets' Mays

NEW YORK (UPI) -T h is 
could turn out to be the most 
difficult day of Willie Mays’ 
entire life. 
It could be the day he tells 
the world he’s all through. 
The Mets are calling a news 
conference and if it s for the 
purpose everyone suspects, 
then 42-year-old Willie Mays 
will announce he will hang up 
his glove in IO more days. 
He may smile and even kid 
around a little when he does 
say that because the trauma 
that comes with such a decision 
already has passed to some 
degree, but one thing you can 
be absolutely sure of is that 
Willie Mays never will really do 
anything harder in his life. 
Baseball IS his life, and gen­ 
erally when it comes to this 
stage of their careers, most 
players are like Willie They 
find it tough to say good-bye. 
Some find it almost impossi­ 
ble. 
Superstars particularly seem 
to run into super problems quit­ 
ting the game. Most of them 
put one hand on the Bible and 
say —“ I’ll never keep sitting 
here on the bench and be one of 
those hangers-on, no sir, not 
me” —but when the time comes 
no one wants to go. 
Look at u>me of the Hall of 
Famers. 
Bob Feller vowed he’d never 
hang around once he was past 
his peak, but he did 
So did Carl Hubbell, Al Sim­ 
mons and Paul Waner as well 
as Lefty Grove and Early 
Wynn. Each of them didn’t 
want to quit until he recorded 


his 300th win. Jimmie Foxx was 
so reluctant to take off his 
uniform, he even tried his hand 
at pitching for the war-time 
Phillies when he was 37. 
Willie Mays, five years older 
now than Foxx was when he 
retired, also has found it ex­ 
trem a difficult to say goodbye. 
He knows he ll miss the ca­ 
maraderie. the feeling of being 
“one of the guys” in the club­ 
house as well as the competi­ 
tion. 
"The competition, I suppose, 
is what I missed most right 
after I retired,” confesses 
Sandy Koufax, who had to leave 
the game prematurely at 30 
because of arm trouble. 
Babe Ruth also did plenty of 
agonizing before he finally 
packed it in at the age of 40 in 
1935 
The Yankees had let him go 
during the winter and now he 
was with the bedraggled last- 
place Boston Braves. 
Hal Lee was the regular left 
fielder for the Braves, but on 
this day, Ruth's last active one 
in 
baseball. 
Manager Bill 
McKechnie decided to start the 
Babe in left field in Cincinnati. 
Hundreds of thousands of per­ 
sons, who really weren’t there, 
later went around telling every­ 
body they saw Babe Ruth play 
his last big league game. 
But one man who WAS there 
and remembers the event vivid­ 
ly is Milwaukee's Frank Lane, 
then assistant general manag­ 
er, farm director, road secre­ 


tary, publicity man — every­ 
thing but No. I electrician —for 
the Reds 
"It was a hot Sunday after­ 
noon late in May, and only the 
day before Ruth had hit three 
homers in Pittsburgh,” says 
Lane. 
"We, by ‘we’ I mean the 
Cincinnati Reds, played our 
home games in Redland Field 
then and there was this bank, 
or incline, in left field. As I say 
it was a blistering day and you 
could see Babe was feeling the 
heat, especially since we were 
hitting the Boston pitcher pret­ 
ty good and keeping their out­ 
fielders busy. 
"From the start of the game, 
Babe had to chase a lot of balls 
up and down that left field 
incline and after awhile he got

season, and only Babe Ruth and 
Henry Aaron are ahead of him. 
If Mays hadn't lost almost two 
full seasons in the majors, he 
probably would have chal­ 
lenged Ruth’s career record of 
714 homers. Mays was the Na­ 
tional League homer champion 
three times. 
Mays was first signed to a 
New York Giants contract in 
1950 at age 19. The following 
year, he was brought up to the 
majors on June 24 after hitting 
.477 in 35 games at Minneapolis. 
The centerfielder helped the 
Giants pull off their miracle 
finish in 1951 but after playing 
34 games in 1952, be was draft­ 
ed into the Army. The Korean 
War was then being fought. 
Mays finished his two-year 
hitch in 1954 and promptly won 
the MVP award that year and 
led the Giants to the World 
Series triumph over the Cleve­ 
land Indians. 
His over-the-shoulder catch 
on Vie Wertz’ drive in the first 
game of that series was one of 
the most memorable moments 
in World Series history and 
helped establish himself as a 
national folk hero. 
Mays went to San Francisco 
when the Giants moved there in 
1958 but the reception he re­ 
ceived never quite matched the 
one he received in New York. 
When the Mets got him in a 
trade on May ll, 1972, for 
minor league pitcher Charlie 
Williams and cash, be got a 
warm welcome from the New 
York fans even though his skills 
had been tarnished at age 41. 
Mays was also brilliant in All- 
Star game competition with 23 
hits and three homers. His play 
over the last decade in that 
classic was one of the reasons 
for the National League's domi­ 
nation of the game.

PREP NOTES 


Adios To Ditches 


By LEE TREVINO 
Don’t try for miracles when your ball rolls into a ditch or gully. 
Think about hitting the ball out of trouble and into position for 
your next shot. 
Choke well down on the club, almost to the bottom of the 
leather. Then you’ll be closer to the ball and your swing arc w’ill 
be shorter. 
Place most of your weight on your left leg so you can pick up 
the club quickly. This will help you miss the grass or weeds on 
your backswing and coming down 
A wedge of ^iron is best to pop a ball out of a qully. Chop down 
on it and it’ll jump out of there like a scared quail. 
When grass interferes with a normal backswing, take the club 
back outside the line. It’s an abnormal situation that demands an 
abnormal swing Your hands will fall into position at the top, so 
you can pull down into the ball. 
If the hay is too high or your lie is real bad, take the penalty 
and drop out. It’s smarter to take a bogey or double bogey than to 
keep on hacking and wind up with a IO.

A law enforcement seminar 
sponsored by the San Rafael 
Elks Club has drawn the wrath 
of the chairman of the Marin 
County Human Rights Commis­ 
sion. 
“ The fact that a law enforce­ 
ment program will be held at 
the San Rafael Elks lodge, 
which restricts its membership 
to white males only, is in con­ 
flict with the concept of equali­ 
ty of all people,” said commis­ 
sion chairman Ernest J. Gray. 
Law enforcement officers 
from throughout the county, in­ 
cluding police, private security 
officers, judges and attorneys, 
are expected to attend the 
lodge’s annual Law Enforce­ 
ment Day program at 6 pm, 
today at the Maple Lawn club­ 
house. Guest speaker will be 
Deputy Atty. Gen. Edward P. 
O'Brien, who heads the crimi­ 
nal law division of the state 
attorney general’s office. 
“ It is the responsibility and 
the moral obligation of judges, 
attorneys and law enforcement 
officers to consider all people 
equally,” Gray said, adding 
that although the program 
might provide “ valuable expe­ 
rience," it “ seems inappro­ 
priate that such a program, 
while well meaning, be held at 
an establishment that actively 
and blatantly participates in 
discrimination .” 
Elmer Howell, lodge secre­ 
tary. said he had no comment 
on Gray’s remarks, but noted 
that nonwhite guests have nev­ 
er been banned from the club.

Some Tips On Putting 
Wardrobe Into Shape 


Organizing your fall clothes 
after they have spent a summer 
packed away in boxes can cer­ 
tainly create problems. Espe­ 
cially if you want to get every­ 
thing organized, cleaned and 
pressed so it’s set to go as soon 
as the weather says ready for 
fall clothes 
One of the big problems you 
may encounter is trying to re­ 
member what certain blouses, 
skirts or dresses are made of 
and which temperature to use 
to press them because fiber 
content will determine ironing 
temperature. 
If your garment has a tag or 
label it will probably detail 
fiber content and that will solve 
the problem. 


OTHER HANDY possible an 
swers are the fabric guide on 
your iron or the use and care 
book that comes with ever*’ 
iron Both can be of great help 
But, if you’re still not sure. 


don’t guess by touch or look 
because today’s fabrics are too 
misleading. 
Instead test the iron on a 
hidden seam or swatch of mate­ 
rial starting with a low temper­ 
ature setting. Gradually in­ 
crease the temperature to get 
the best setting for that fabric. 
And remember if it’s a fabric 
blend, set the iron temperature 
to the lowest heat setting for all 
the fibers. 
Two other basic tips that may 
help in putting your fall ward­ 
robe back in shape are an 
jnderstanding of how moisture 
and pressure work. 


YOU OFTEN need moisture 
to do the ironing job right. And 
naturally you’ll press more like 
a professional when you use a 
steam/spray iron rather than a 
dry iron and a bottle filed with 
water.

kies. Spray means extra mois­ 
ture for ironing help. 
Pressure, combined with tem­ 
perature and moisture are the 
big three factors in ironing 
success.

Pressing is what happens 
when you lift the iron up and 
down. It’s the proper way to do 
the stretch fabrics, many man­ 
made fibers and blends with 
special finishes.
